Partnered with two educational regional service providers to deliver IEFA professional
development. The Western Montana Professional Educational Region (WMPER) is
located in Missoula and reaches out to 66 districts. WMPER provided professional
development to 213 teachers in since July 2007. The Montana North Central Service
Region (MNCESR) is located in Shelby and reaches out to 31 districts. MNCESR
provided professional development to 551 teachers in since July 2007. The Southern
Montana Alliance for Research and Training (SMART) just became operational and will
begin its IEFA outreach to schools in its region. These providers include a robust online
and train the trainers professional development system that offers IEFA 101 to its
consumers

Mailed DVD "The Story of the Bitterroot" along with a curriculum companion to every
public school library in Montana.

Partnered with the Montana Historical Society for Museum Educator grant program. Ten
community museums, with their local school partner, were provided grants to improve
their IEFA collection and increase their IEFA education programs.

OPI provided a streaming video regarding IEFA during American Indian Heritage Day.
There were 482 downloads of that streaming video.

From July 2007 through October 2007, the OPI Indian Education Division has delivered
34 workshops to over 1,000 Montana educators.
